Begi nning in school year 2001-2002, to obtain the data
necessary for establishing critical teacher shortage
areas a biennial survey of instructional personnel
shal |l be conducted as foll ows:

1. The Departnent of Education shall be responsible for
the adm nistration of the biennial survey and shall

a. Distribute to each | ocal school division a
bi enni al survey of instructional personnel for
t he purpose of determ ning critical teacher
shortages for awardi ng schol arshi ps. The
Department may distribute the survey through
el ectroni c neans; and

b. Post the results of the survey in a manner that
wll permt access to the public through an
el ectroni c process.

2. Each | ocal school division shall be required to
submt a conpleted survey within the timefranme
establi shed by the Departnent. |If the survey is
di stributed through el ectronic neans then the survey
shall be conpleted and submtted to the Departnent
t hrough el ectronic neans as identified by the
Depart nent.
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e 3. To obtain information about the differences in the
supply and demand anong Virginia school divisions the
survey will require, but not limted to, the follow ng
dat a:

(1) Nunber of teaching positions by subject area;

(2) Number of teacher shortages by endorsenent
(teaching) area existing when the nunber of
avail abl e teachers with the appropriate
endorsenent is fewer than is needed to fill
cl assroons;

(3) Nunber of teachers enployed without the
appropri ate teachi ng endorsenent; and

(4) Nunber of teachers enployed without a full
|'icense for their teachi ng assi gnment.

For the purpose of adm nistering the Virginia Teaching
Schol arshi p Loan Program the Board of Education
shal | :

Utilize the data collected through the biennial survey
to establish critical teacher shortage areas as
fol | ows:
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a. é— Teacher shortages reported by school divisions
are defined as existing when the nunber of avail able
teachers with the appropriate endorsenment iHa——a
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b. To determ ne statew de shortages, the nunber of
t eacher shortages by endorsenent (teaching) area shal
be reported by school divisions in the survey
instrunent. The nunber of teacher shortages reported
by school divisions will be tabul ated by endorsenent
area. The top ten teaching areas with the | argest
nunber of positions that could not be filled with
teachers with the appropriate endorsenent wll be
identified as statew de teacher shortages.

c. An individual nmay be eligible for a schol arship,
regardl ess of teaching discipline, by agreeing to
teach in a school with a high concentration (50 or
nmore percent) of students eligible for free or reduced
lunch or in a rural or urban school division of the
state based on the current Metropolitan Statistics
Area (MSA) data for Virginia where 10 percent of the
teachers are not fully licensed for their teaching
assi gnnent .
